Today's War News

The new Russian invasion of Ger- 
sumy apparently has led to the oc- 
cupation of 
Memel, 
an important 
Baltic port at the northern tip of 
East Prussia. 
The German official 
report of today indicates that Rus- 
sian forces have entered the city. 


Petrograd believes that Field Mar- 
shal von Hindenburg has decided to 
launch a new attack on Warsaw from 
the west. 
Russian military authori- 
ties assert that the Germans have 
abandoned their attack in the north 
and are concentrating forces south of 
the Vistula, where heavy artillery 
fighting already is under way. 


The developments of yesterday on 
the western front were a repetition 
of the local engagements, such as 
have been usual during the winter 
months. 
Minor successes are claim- 
ed by the French 
in 
northwestern 
France and the Argonne. 
The Ger- 
man statement mentions several at- 
tacks by the allies, but asserts they 
failed.

Lohdon, March 19.—(4:07 p. xn.)—Th 
British steamer, Blue Jacket, with whea 
from Liverpool, has been torpedoed by 
a German submarine ofi Beachey Head 
The crew took to the boats. The steam- 
er ,aUhough badly damaged, remained 
ailoat. 


The British steamer Hyndford was 
torpedoed yesterday in the English chan- 
nel by a German «ubmarine. 
It is re- 
ported that one member of her crew was 
killed. 


This steamer wa« torpedoed in the 
iavorite hunting ground of the Germaji 
«ubmarinee off Beachey Head while she 
was proceeding for London under her 
own steam. 


The steamer Hyndford was of 2,775 
tons net burden. She was 376 feet long 
and was built at Port Glasgow in 1905.

The apparent failure of Field Marshal 
von Hindenburg's various attempts to 
reach Warsaw, the reappearance of Rus- 
sians over the East J^ssian frontier 
near Tilsit, and the allied offensive in 
the west

where she dare not shift any substan- 
tial force from cither the east or the 
west.

Express companies and railroad lines

dealers 
throughout the country have gpne into 
the courts to compel caiTiers to acpept 
siiipiueiits for "personal use" into drj* 
temtorj'.

Shearer, aged 22, of this city, who shot 
and killed Kewton Stevens, his father' 
in-law, at the Stevens home in Andrews, 
the night of March 11, sent word to 
Judge Samuel E. Cook, of the circuit 
court, and Prosecuting Attorney A- H.

Government. 


Some interesting figures on the cost of county gov- 
emûient in the United States, just made public at Wash- 
•ington, disclose that the greatest county receipts and ex- 
penditures for 1913 were in Ohio, where the receipts ag- 
gregated, in round numbers, $99,601,000, and the expen- 
^àitiii^es, $95,261,000; Illinois stood second, with receipts 
and expenditures of $75,19^,000 and $74.951,000, respec 
tively; and California was third, with $60,179,000 and $60,- 
102,000, respectively. The smallest receipits and expendi- 
tures-^33,138, and $47,924, respectiyely—were for the 
counties of Vermont. 


The general tendency of govermnental units to spend 
a little more than their income is indicated by the differ- 
ence of over $15,000,000 between the revenue receipts and 
govermnental cost payments. In. seventeen states, how- 
eyer_Arizona, Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, 
Maine, Massachusetts, Missouri, Nebraska, Nevada, New 
Hampshire, New Mexico, North Dakota, Oklahoma, 
Washington and Wisconsin—the counties showed an ex- 
cess, on the revenue receipt side of the account. 


®or the country, as a whole, in 1913, the per capita 
revenue -receipts and - governmental cost payments of 
counties were $4.32 and $4.49, respectively. 


I ^ e n the states are considered with reference to per 
capita receipts and expenditures, California appears at 
the head of the list, with county revenue receipts and gov- 
ermnentai cost payments in 1913 of $19.31 and $20.67 per 
capita, respectively. Nevada counties made the second 
largest showing—$17.87 and $17.18, respectively—wliile 
Montana stood third, with $14.93 and $15.64, respectively. 
In Vermont the county receipts were only 8 cents, and 
the governmental cost payments 13 cents per capita. 


Of the governmental cost pajnnents, 72.1 per cent, 
were required for current expenses, 4.5 per cent, for inter- 
est and 23.3 per cent, for outlays. 


The greatest value of county properties in any state 
was found in California—^$72,555,000, of which amount 
$49^914,000 represented the value of schools and libraries. 
Pennsylvania stood second, with $50,000,000; Ohio third, 
with $37,749,000, and Illinois fourth, with $37,982,000. The 
smallest value of county properties, $561,000, was report- 
ed by Vermont.

Berlin, March 10.—Correspondence of 
the Associated Press.—In line with the 
efforts that are being made universally 
to conseiVe Germany's food supply, I>r. 
F. Wohltmann, director of the agricul- 
tural institute of the 
University 
of 
Halle, has issued a pamphlet entitled, 
"T^venty Rules for the German House- 
wife." 
He prefaces his brochure with 
the declaration that she "must help to 
win the war." 
The rules include the 
following: 


1. The eonsumiption of white bread 
and cakes must if possible be abandon- 
ed entirely, or cut down by one-quar- 
ter. 


2. Rye and potato bread must sup- 
plant white bread and not one crumb 
must be wasted. 


3. Hulled oats must 
be 
employed 
more than ever for the nourishing of 
the children. 


4. In place of the decreasing supply 
of lintels, peas and beans, we must util- 
ize potato and meat soups. 


5. Potatoes must" become ova- basic 
food and supplant the falling grain sup- 
ply. 
Adults must increase their pota- 
to consumption by 400 grams a day, 
whether in bread, soup or cooked pota- 
toes. 
It is the duty of the housewife 
to prepare potatoes in as great a vari- 
ety of ways aa possible so they shall

11. The taste for sugar should be 
increased wherever possible, in drinks, 
soups, marmalade and pastry. 
It may 
also be used in water and .«erved in 
place of beer. 
Tih© average consump- 
tion of 20 kilograms a year should be 
increased to at least 45 kilograms. 


12. As long as southern fruits, lem- 
ons, orangé» and almonds, as well as 
nut«, etc., are coming in, their, plenti- 
ful use is. to be réconiniended, eyen. if 
t h e j become -expciisive^ to, suppleincnt 
thcvJjome leader.

Question of Second Bace fox 
Presidency Worries 
Wilson's Foes. 


(By Gilson Gardner.) 


Washington, March 19.—No 
human 
being, knows whether President Wilson 
will run again for president, or retire 
to private life at the end of his term, 
A lot of democrats would like to know. 
Efforts to smoke him out have thus 
far failed. 
The present plan is to boom 
Champ Clark and see whether the result 
will force any communication from the 
wliite house. 
Previously 
William 
F. 
McCombs, chaii-man 
of the 
national 
democratic committee, tried unsucces.?- 
fully to find what the pi-csidcnt propos- 
ed to do. 
He came to Washington and 
had a talk at which IVIr. Wilson lilled 
his favorite role of pleasant listener. 
McCombs went away without any assur- 
ances one • way or the other. 
He an- 
nounced to the 
press, however, 
that 
there would be a "harmony dinner" at 
which prominent democrats of all fac- 
tions would meet and that the purpose 
and result of this dinner would be the 
beginning of Woodrow Wilson's boom 
for a second term. 
Thereupon Woodrow 
Wilson announced to fifty-six newspaper 
correspondents that the dinner was Mr 
McComb's own personal idea and that 
he knew nothing about it except what 
Mr. McCombs had sug^sted. 
He, him 
self, had not endorsed it nor authorized 
any announcement in regard to it. This 
wet blanket was all that was required 
by Mr. McCombs; he went to the rear 
and took a seat. 


Some political significance may 
be 
discovered in the revived agitation for 
a presidential primary law. 
It is fair 
ly safe, of eourse, to begin agitating 
after congress adjourns for a period of 
nine months. 
However, this agitation 
has commenced and no less than Uni 
ted States Senator Atlee Pomerene of 
Ohio, democrat and constitutionalist, has 
been in conference with W, Wilson, the 
annoimced purpose of the conference be 
ing to consider and draft a proposed na 
tional presidential 
primary 
law 
for 
passage by the Sixty-fourth congress 


Should such an act be passed and a 
national referendum be 
taken among 
democrats on the subject of the next 
nominee, 
Woodrow Wilson would im 
questionably win. 
This assumes politi 
cal sentiment to be as at present, and 
does not take into account scores of 
political possibilities incident to foreign 
and domestic complications. 
The presi- 
dent's only serious competitor would be 
Champ Clark, although Oscar 
Under- 
wood might develop a following among 
the "safe and sane" business democrats. 
But a president has a large lead in près-' 
tige, 
advertisement, 
patronage 
and 
power. 


The presidential primary law wouid 
serve another purpose in affording a 
way to dodge the single-term 
plank 
which Mr. Bryan inserted in the demo- 
cratic platform 
at Baltimore. 
Bryan 
does not care particularly now about the 
single-term plank, and does not care for 
the presidential job himself. - There are 
enemies of the administration, however, 
who would willingly use this 
singla- 
term declaration to embarrass Wilson 
and possibly make difficult his renomi- 
nation. 
His answer would naturally be 
the passage of a primary act, A popu- 
lar verdict under such an act would en- 
able him to say that the matter had 
been taken out of his hands and that he 
must bow to the superior command of 
the people. 


The effect of a national primary law 
would be very important on the plans 
of the republican opposition. 
The stand- 
pat republican leaders, who think they 
have everything 
coming 
their 
way 
would find a national presidential pri- 
mary act embarrassing. They are plan- 
ning now a campaign of "favorite sons 
and the manipulated convention of the 
good old-fashioned kind with an ulti- 
mate nomination of some good "busi- 
ness man's candidate" like Theodore E. 
Burton or Myron T. Herrick. Such plans 
would have an uphill time under a popu- 
lar primary. 
Perhaps the greatest em- 
barrassment would arise from the fact 
that a primary would probably result 
in the return of Theodore Roosevelt as 
one of the entries in the campaign pos- 
sibly as the primary candidate for the 
republican nomination. 
The bosses un- 
der the present s^tem can easily (pre- 
vent the nomination of Roosevelt as a 
republican. 
Under a primary act it Is 
doubtful if they could prevent such a

first white wojnan ever to have pene- 
trated the guarded secrets of these east- 
ern sanctums. 


"For a long time," she said, "there 
has been no crown prince to the Djokya 
throne. 
Another line of pretenders is 
trying to get the ascendancy, and every 
young heir to the Djokya sultanship is 
poisoned. 


"The most careful surveillance has

death of the next in line. The Dutch 
government knows how they are made 
away with, but has t^us far been able 
to do nothing.

"There isj indeed, a good deal, going 
on within the royal household of the 
native potentates that the government 
is not permitted to know about. And 
just at present the proposed alliance of 
the two formerly inimical houses of 
Solo and Djokya threatens still further 
to aggravate the somewhat strained re 
lationship 
between the native sov- 
ereigns and the Dutch oflScials. 


"The sultan of Solo is going to marry 
a daughter of Djokya's soldán. Here- 
tofore these two have been sworn ene- 
mies. 
Together they exercise . almost 
complete control over 38^0,000 of the 
45,000!,000-people comprising, the entire 
population of Java, . It has been advan- 
tageous to the- "buteh that these two 
powerful natives have 
beei\, at odds. 
Their alliancie is being regarded with 
considerable misgiving. 
' 


"In fact, the sultan of S,olo found it 
extremely difficult to get the Dutch gov- 
ernment's consent to his proposed mar- 
riage Avith Djokya's daughter. 


"With an income of $500,000 (2,000,- 
000 francs) annually from the govern 
ment, a high rental for all his vast su- 
gar plantations, and one-fifth of the 
gross revenue for the sugar when sold, 
the 
sultan 
of 
Solo is 
immensely 
wealthy." 


]\Ille. Gauthier told of the custom of 
the sultan, whose guest she was, in com 
ing out of the palace among the people 
but once a y^ar. Tliis is during the 
feast of the birth and .dlciath of Moham 
med. 


"During that week," she explained, 
"no one is allowed to eat or drink from 
sunrise to sunset. 
Tlie sultan observa 
tliis edict as scrupulously as the hum- 
blest native.^ He mingles freely with all 
classes and the occasion is made a gala 
one. 
Tliis feast is called the 'Skal 
teng.'"

Judtre Cook called at- 
tention to a statute which provided that 
a defendant in a capital punishment 
case could not waive his right -for a 
trial by jury.

as to 'whether this law has not been 
changed, so that defendants could plead 
guilty iu first degree murder cnses.

quilts were made and perhaps where 
some little gossip at the expense of ab- 
sent ladies was indulged in.

than the ordinary bill of fare, prepared 
—and that's where the kids came iu for 
a good time, though often they had to 
wait, like Lazurus, at the gate, or door, 
until their superiors had feasted, when 
they fell to and left not even crumbs.

Cost of County Government. 


Some interesting figures on the cost of county gov- 


ernment in the United States, just made public at Wash- 
ington, disclose that the greatest county receipts and ex- 
penditures for 1913 were in Ohio, where the receipts ag- 


' gregated, in round numbers, $99,601,000, and the expen- 


ditures, $95,261,000; Illinois stood second, with receipts 
and expenditures of $75,198,000 and $74.951,000, respec- 
tively; and California was third, with $60,179,000 and SpGO,- 
102,000, respectively. The smallest.reccipits and expendi- 
tures—$33,138, and $47,924, respectively—were for the 
counties of Vermont.

The general tendency of governmental units to spend 


a little more than their income is indicated by the differ- 
ence of over $15,000,000 between the revenue receipts and 
governmental cost payments. In seventeen states, how- 
ever—Arizona, Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, 
Maine, Massachusetts, Missouri, Nebraska, Nevada New 
Hampshire, New Mexico,. North Dakota, Oklahoma, 
"Washington and Wisconsin—the counties showed an ex- 
cess on the revenue receipt side of the account. 


For the country, as a whole, in 1913, the per capita 


revenue receipts and governmental cost payments of 
counties were $4.32 and $4.49, respectively. ^ 


"When the states are considered with reference to per 


capita receipts and expenditures, California appears at 
the head of the list, with county revenue receipts and gov- 
ernmental cost payments in 1913 of $19.31 and $20.67 per 
capita, respectively. Nevada counties made the second 
largest showing—$17.87 and $17.18, respectively—while 
Montana stood third, with $14.93 and $15.64, respectively. 


• In Vermont the county receipts were only 8 cents, and 
the governmental cost payments 13 cents per capita. 


Of the governmental cost payments, 72.1 per _cent. 


were required for current expenses, 4.5 per cent, for inter- 
est and 23.3 per cent, for outlays. 


The greatest value of county properties in any state 


was found in California—$72,555,000, of which amount 
$49,914,000 represented the value of schools: and libraries. 
Pennsylvania stood second, with $50,000,000: Ohio third, 
with $37,749,000, and Illinois fourth, with $37,982,000. The 
smallest value of county properties, $561,000, was report- 
ed by Vermont.
